Julien  in  Paris.  He  specialized  for  many  years  in  portraiture  in  his  former  New  York  Studio.  At  this  period  he  taught  at  bot 
the  National  Academy  and  CooperUnion  Art  Schools  and  painted  several  Muralsfor  New  York  Public  Schools.  Inspire* 
by  a  love  for  color,  composition  and  texture,  he  has  also  devoted  much  time  to  figure  and  still  life  and  flower  compos 
tions— the  flowers  supplied  from  his  own  garden  in  Kent,  Connecticut  where  he  now  has  his  studio  in  a  quaint  colonic 
Post  House.  Mr.  Nelson’s  output  includes  works  in  oils,  pastels,  water  color  and  lithography. 

In  1916  Mr.  Nelson  married  Mrs.  Helen  C.  Redgrave,  art  critic  and  editorial  writer  of  the  New  York  Globe,  who  serve, 
as  a  model  for  many  of  his  earlier  portraits  as  well  as  a  constant  and  discerning  critic  of  his  work.
